Organised rooting might come in 
useful. 

And if the worst camt to the worst, and the crowd stili stayed away— 
why then the organizers could resort to a never failing ruse — they could an- 
nutmce that "refreshments will be served.'' 

As matters stand. It is Just as well to endure the small crowds at both In- 
tercollegiate and local debates, for that success is poor if measured altogether 
according to numbers. Literature, ethical systems, and uttiversitles them- 
selves bear witness to that.

Jf a r/uei» 
tion Is debatable at all, the winner of an argument Is usually the person with

with brilliant argument, and after thus orguiiig for hours, days, perhaps 
weeks, vutc <-iitlirly aixordlng to tii'-Ir piuty.
